A great many steel manufactur­ 
ers and practically all fabricators 
affected in the four-week-old walk­ 
out are still without

WASHINGTON. Feb 
18.—Ches­ 
ter Bowles told congress today the 
nation faces an inflationary ex­ 
plosion with pressure “up to the 
bursting point". 
But he declared that President 
Truman’s new wage-price policy is 
a program that will work" with 
“little or no effect” on food, rent 
or clothing prices if the bulge in 
the stabilization line is not per­ 
mitted to become a break-through. 
"I think it Is a good program, 
and I mean to put everything I’ve 
got into making it succeed,” the 
newly-designated stabilization boss 
said in testimony prepared for the 
house banking committee. 
Bowles appeared to urge exten­ 
sion "at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment" of the price control and 
other stabilization acts now set to 
expire June 30. 
He called, too. for action by con­ 
gress to “stop the inflation in the 
real estate market" lf the adminis­ 
tration's new homes - for - veterans 
program Is to succeed. And he said 
the food subsidy program must be 
continued. 
Stream** Gravity of Situation 
It would be difficult, he told the 
committee, “to exaggerate the grav­ 
ity of the Inflationary crisis we 
face. . . . Everywhere men are 
betting on inflation. . . . 
"A speculative fever has taken 
hold of the country. The pressure 
in the boiler is up to the bursting 
point. The lobbyists and the prof­ 
iteers are licking their chops. It is 
going to take firm and decisive 
action . . . lf we are to hold this 
country on an even keel." 
Turning 
to the new program, 
which removes the six-month wait­ 
ing period before industry can ask 
for prlge increases to offset wage 
boosts 
and 
provides 
that 
sutfi 
boosts conform to industry or area 
patterns, Bowles asked himself: 
“Does this mean general price 
increase* 
throughout 
the 
entire 
economy?” 
“Emphatically, it does not," he 
declared, "and it is vitally import* 
ant that we understand why thj* 
is so. 
Gives Explanation 
“First of all, let's remember that 
the number of industries which 
have been, or are likely to be, forced 
below their pre-war earnings for 
any reason is relatively very small. 
The present pattern of wage In­ 
creases can be, and in many in­ 
stances has already been, estab­ 
lished In scores of industries with 
no price consequences whatsoever. 
"It is generally true of such in­ 
dustries as the food processing and 
petroleum industries where labor 
cost is a relatively small part of 
the total sales dollar. It is true Of 
the apparel 
Industry and many 
others where labor cost* represent 
a higher proportion' of total cost* 
—but where profits generally have 
been abnormally high. 
“It Is less true of some of the 
metal using industries where labor 
costs, direct and indirect, represent 
a sizeable factor in the total price.” 
Bowles said food price* represent 
40 per cent of the total cost of liv­ 
ing, rents 19 per cent and clothing 
12 per cent and that in each case 
the new policy will have “little or 
no effect". 
"And what is true of food prices, 
rents and apparel prices,” he con­ 
tinued, "is generally true of furni­ 
ture prices, the prices of house 
furnishings and services. It is in. 
some of the metal using industries, 
a relatively small section of the 
cost of living line, where some price 
increases will be needed." 
Fairness Objective 
Saying all requests for further 
"bulges” will be asked on plea* of 
"fairness,” the price chief declared; 
"There is probably far more fair­ 
ness of income distribution in our 
economy today than on any previ­ 
ous point in our peacetime history. 
. . . If we strive now to work out 
all the unfairnesses which remain 
we shall only succeed in blowing up 
our entire anti - inflation program 
with resulting disaster to every­ 
one" , 
Taking note of contentions that 
full industrial output is impossible 
under price control, Bowles said 
“the record clearly proves that this 
is nonsense. . . 
Today production 
is surely at the highest point ever 
achieved in peacetime. Unemploy­ 
ment Is at the lowest peacetime 
point in 20 years with as many 
people on our payrolls as In ouZ 
best wartime year.”

must be mo re mo ney fo r leas wo rk 
Go ne no w 
Ls the 
no nsense o f 30 per cent bo o sts In wag e rates with m 
bo o sts in price. 
The po tentlo nal inflatio n that lurks 
in every war Ls a lo t less po tentlul and a lo t mo ri 
acfual—and fo lly hasn't run Its co urse yet. 
We are ho ping to bribe back a semblance o f the 
pro ductio n that wo n the war by paying a premium 
fo r it. We have fiddled away six mo nths o f go lder 
o ppo rtunity since the end o f the war—and have fid­ 
dled them away with such Nero -llke ferver that It 
will take a few mo re mo nths Just to get o ver the 
co nsequences o f the steel strike. And tho ugh it isn’t 
pleasant to think abo ut, there ls no assurance what­ 
ever that o ther big strikes may no t tie up reco n­ 
versio n fo r many mo re mo nths. There still are co a’ 
and railro ads; either co uld do It. 
Certainly there ls no thing In the latest reo rgan­ 
izatio n o f Washingto n's co nfusio n o r in the attitude 
o f the labo r leaders who decided to change th( 
natio n’s pay rates befo re they wo uld permit reco n­ 
versio n to make anyo ne think the po stwar strike 
wave Ls o ver. 
Management still hasn’t been let in o n the primt 
secret o f the new o rder, which Is why tt alo ne sho uk’ 
be interested in staying in business when labo r and 
po liticians expect to share in the benefits 
There L‘ 
no assurance that It Isn’t go ing to be the same o ld 
game o ver and o ver again, but each time with the 
rules rigged a little tighter against the fello w who 
meets the payro ll and pays the taxes. 
His instinct as an American businessman telle 
him that price-bo o sting is no t go ing to so lve any­ 
thing. That isn’t the way free enterprise made histo ry 
in the United States. The fellow' who meets the pay­ 
ro ll and pays the taxes wants to make 
mo re and 
mo re fo r less and less, no t less and less fo r mo re and 
mo re. He wants to pay high wages o ut of production, 
no t o ut o f inflatio n. 
It can still be do ne. It will be harder no w than 
It needed to be. and mo re dangero us, 'lime Ls run­ 
ning o ut.

Many emplo yers will find them 
unacceptable as a co mpariso n fo r po stwar business 
Obvio usly, the latest rearrangement

cratic co nfusio n will have a chance to sho w what it 
can do ; there is no alternative 
But the o men fo r 
success ts no t bright. If o nly fo r the reaso n that no 
Washingto n agency co uld begin to handle the vo lume
